One of the most needed, indeed necessary, 
developments on the Georgia farm. it is unani- 
mously agreed, is the breeding and raising of 
live stock on a larger and more scientific scale. 
Fully alive to this necessity the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, in co-operation with the ex- 
tension service of the State College of Agricul- 
ture, the county agents and farmers. is assisting 
hh Organizing 26 county livestock associations. 
These county units are to be brought into a 
harmonizing regional association better to work 
together in attaining the desired ends. 

A complete schedule of organizational meet- 
ings—26 of them—has been worked out. Start- 
ing on the morning of October 11 at Conyers, 
Rockdale county, two or three each day will be 
held, the last one at Clarkesville, Habersham 
county, October 27, 

The purpose of these county organizations 
will be, of course, to encourage and assist in a 
practical way in developing a higher quality of 
Stock, improve pasturage and last. but by no 
means least, the growing of feedstuffs to prop- 
erly feed the stock. Out of this will also come, 
without doubt, greater soi] fertility, increased 
production of other useful farm products and 
larger incomes and purchasing power, ~ 

While much has been done by way of mak- 
ing the Georgia farmer livestock conscious, the 
need for greater action on extensive, practical 
lines is glaringly apparent when the nation’s 
dairy and cattle statistics are examined. No- 
body is unaware of this, But it will take a 
general pulling-together to get results. The 
Chamber of Commerce, and all others behind 
the movement, are to be commended for taking 
up the work in such a practical way. | 

The success of the undertaking depends. in 
large measure, upon the kind of Support given it 
by the businessmen of the state. The farmer 
needs this encouragement. He has too long 
felt, ofttimes not without justification, that the 
politician, not the businessman, was his best 
friend. This feeling should be removed by a 
closer co-operation. The presence of Atlanta 
businessmen at the forthcoming meetings, as 
well as those from other cities and towns, will 
contribute much toward this end and do more 
to assure the accomplishment of the desired 
results than almost any other factor. 

It should never be overlooked that the de- 
velopment and growth of the city depends on 
the prosperity of the surrounding farm coun- 
try. Where the farmers are poor it's a good 
bet the nearest city is not overly prosperous. 


VICTORY IN REVERSE 

The unpredictable qualities in human na- 
ture were amusingly brought into relief re- 
cently in the political campaign of Patrolman 
Thomas Leary, of Cambridge, Leary set out to 
defeat himself as delegate to the Democratic 
state convention. Instead, he won by a land- 
Slide. 

Patrolman Leary, who didnt want to be a 
delegate, waged a reverse vote-getting cam- 
paign. Instead of kissing babies, in the time- 
honored manner, he made faces at them and 
tried to scare them. Instead of giving away 
cigars to prospective voters, he demanded cigars 
from the voters. He used the slogan “Be Wary 
of Leary,” and his platform included a plank 
that old-age pensions should not be granted to 
persons under the age of 150. In brief, Patrol- 
man Leary clubbed every accepted and tra- 
ditional canon in the vote-getting handbooks. 

And he soundly trounced his opponent, who 
had campaigned by orthodox methods. A driv- 
ing rain fell on election dav. but the voters 
went to the polls anyway—and cast their bal- 
lots for Leary. 

The victory for Patrolman Leary makes it 
rather hard for professional political dopesters, 
the. “in-the-know” boys who have all the an- 
swers. Leary upset not only his applecart, but 
the whole applecart of vote-getting methods. 
He blazed a new trail, opened up a vista of 
boundless possibilities. So another copybook 
maxim goes by the boards. Leary proved that 
flies can be caught with vinegar just as readilv 
as with honey.

ILLOGICAL CRITICISM 

Since the history-making agreement of last 
week at Munich many American observers and 
commentators have written criticisms of the 
course pursued by Neville Chamberlain, of 
Britain, in the recent war crisis. They interpret 
the four-power agreement reached at that con- 
ference, and the subsequent partition of Suden- 
tenland from Czechoslovakia, as a humiliating 
experience for the British empire and as the 
vital point in the ascendency of Adolf Hitler and 
the German Reich to overlordship in the af- 
fairs of Europe and the world. 

This seems to be utterly unfair criticism, 
both of Chamberlain and of the nation he rep- 
resents. 

In the first place it must be remembered it 
was generally conceded that, had Britain made 
the German Kaiser understand, unmistakably, 
she would fight in 1914 there would have been 
no World War. Now, Britain let Hitler know, 
beyond misunderstanding, she was ready to 
fight this time, and there is no new world war 
of 1938. That alone, it would seem to reason- 
able men and women, is sufficient justification 
for the Chamberlain policy. 

Whether or not the word of Hitler, that he 
seeks no further territorial expansion in 
Europe, may be trusted is a matter which only 
the future can determine. Admittedly the past 
record does not warrant much dependence upon 
pledges and treaties made by the German gov- 
There are new reasons now, however, 
why it is to the advantage of Germany to live 
up to the Munich-agreement. Thus it may prove 
that Hitler will hold true to his pledge. If he 
does not, he faces the combined opposition of 
the three co-makers of that treaty, Britain, 
France and Italy. 

Irrespective, however, of the wisdom or 
otherwise of the Chamberlain policy in. the 
crisis, many of the American critics who have 
denounced him in newspapers, and in other 
publicity media, are the same who have voci- 
ferously upheld the policy of isolationism in 
so far as the United States is concerned. They 
are the same men and women who have preach- 
ed interminably that this country must never 
again take part in any European conflict. 

That being true, it comes with little logic for 
those isolationism advocates to condemn a na- 
tion and a statesman of Europe who averted a 
war that, only a week ago, seemed inevitable.

NEW WONDERS OF CREATION 

The recent meeting of the American As- 
tronomical Society at the University of Michi- 
gan showed conclusively that the United States 
has advanced along another scientific front, 
and in so doing has taken the honor away from 
European countries. In the field of astronomy, 
Europe was unquestionably master, a genera- 
tion ago. Today, however, the astronomical 
capitals of the world are on this side of the 
Atlantic, for the development of observatories 
and facilities for research have grown phe- 
nomenally in this country. 

At the meeting many important ideas were 
recorded, proving beyond doubt that American 
students of the stars have made, and are mak- 
ing, remarkable progress. For instance, there 
was the report by Earl C. Slipher, of the Lowell 
observatory at Flagstaff, Ariz. Slipher told of 
unprecedented disturbances during recent 
months on the planet Jupiter, disturbances 
greater than anything he had seen since he be- 
gan study of the planet 32 years ago. Slipher’s 
color photographs which illustrated his report 
Stimulated much interest. for the disturbances 
noted made it appear that some widely held 
theories about Jupiter may be in error. Inter- 
esting and important also was the report of 
Dr. Raph B. Baldwin, of the University of Penn- 
Sylvania, who told about the appearance of a 
“renegade” star. A well-established, indeed, a 
fundamental law of astronomy is that the heat 
of a star increases as its brightness increases 
and that the star cools off as the brightness 
diminishes, The “renegade,’fi’ however, didn’t 
follow that law. It grew brighter as it cooled. 
Reports on “double stars” were also made by 
Dr. Robert G. Aitken, president of the society 
and director emeritus of the Lick observatory 
at the University of California. 

In these days of utilitarianism, when. the 
question so often heard is “What is the use of 
it?” thoughtless persons are apt to look with 
disfavor upon the work of astronomers. But 
the men who peer into the outer reaches of 
space do work of vast importance. They are at- 
tempting to find in the heavens the key, or at 
least a clue, to all the wonder and mystery of 
man and matter. It is encouraging for Ameri- 
cans to realize that these men of science dwell 
within our own borders, and carry on their 
work in our own land.

A LESSON LEARNED. 
(From the Chattanooga Times.) 

In the words of Dr. James H. Kimball, meteor- 
ologist at the United States Weather Bureau in 
New York city, can be found a pathetic reminder 
_ the price of wisdom is sometimes frightfully 

igh. 

Dr. Kimball stated in an interview that when 
it was realized that a “whole gale” would blow 
along Long Island and north into New England, 
the police departments, the newspapers and the 
radio were mobilized to sound the alarm. Warned 
five days in advance of the storm and kept in- 
formed many of those who died could have left the 
scene of destruction if they had heeded the warn- 
ings. But the people “weren't paying attention.” 

Dr. Kimball emphasized the fact that the 
Weather Bureau reporting of the hurricane was 
satisfactory. The next time the newspapers, po- 
lice stations and the radio report that a hurricane 
is approaching New England the people will do 
something about it. Having once paid the price of 
inattention, the people in the northeastern part of 
the country will emulate their countrymen in 
Florida. When hurricanes roar their ultimata, 
Fiorida takes to its storm cellars. Dr. Kimball is 
entirely safe in believing that the next time such 
a warning is given, it will take more than news 
from Europe and news about elections to keep a 
great many people from getting out of the hurri- 
cane’s path,

The witness was Girolamo Val- 
enti, of New York, chairman of 
the Italian anti-Fascist commit- 
tee. 

“In the United States,” he said, 
“there is a branch of the dreaded 
Italian government. secret police, 
known as the Ovra. 

“This-is a spy organization 
which calis at the homes of Amer- 
ican citizens of Italian descent 
and attempts to frighten them 
whenever they have participated 


in activities which do not conform 
the 


to Fascist government policy. 

“This organization is directly 
linked to the Italian consular serv- 
Ice in the United States and is ob- 
viously under instructions of the 
Italian ambassador in Washing- 
ton.” 

Declaring he could name “vic- 
tims of this vicious practice,” the 
small, bushy-haired witness added 
in heavily accented English that 
he would do so if the committee 
would keep their identities -ce- 
cret. 

“They fear reprisals against 
their relatives still living in Italy,” 
he said. 

Valenti said there were four 
known Ovra agents in this coun- 
try. He named them as Captain 
Carlo Vinti, Pietro Pupino Car- 
bonelli and Count Fachetti Guig- 
lia, of New York, and, Ubaldo 
Guidi, of Boston.

Cites Method as Solution 
for Work Jam Facing 
U. S. Employes. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Oct. 4.—() 
Government reorganization, beaten 
in the last session of congress, was 
put forward by President Roose- 
velt today as a remedy for the 
work jam which he said existed in 
some Washington gencies. 

At his press conference, the 
Presidgnt said some governmental 
agencies were behind in their work 
and some employes were piling up 
excessive overtime. He made this 
statement after being told of re- 
ports some employes were consid- 
ering striking to protest the over- 
time work required. 

The problem, he said, was for 
congress to solve, since congress 
decided what functions the admin- 
istrative branch should undertake 
and how many persons should be 


assigned to carry out these func-| 


tions. Administrative branches, he 


pointed out, detailed its problems! 


to congress in budget hearings and 
annual reports. 

Mr. Roosevelt said a government 
reorganization bill would 


to remedy the present situation be- | 


cause it would eliminate duplica- 
tion of effort and would enable 
more work to be done for the 
money now being spent. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he had no 
news on the appointment of a suc- 
cessor to the late Supreme Court 
Justice Benjamin N. Cardozo. 

Turning to the relief work in the 
New England hurricane-flood sec- 
tor, Mr. Roosevelt said some peo- 
ple had an erroneous impression 
that the government had taken 
over all relief work and that there- 
fore it was unnecessary to con- 
tribute to the Red Cross. 

Such agencies as the WPA, PWA 
and Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, he said, were attending 
to physical problems only and 
- could not look after human needs 
for rehabilitation among families 
without resources. The latter prob- 
lem, he added, must be taken over 
by an agency supported by public 
subscription, such as the Red

Thoughtfully and interestingly, 
as always, Peters Molyneaux pro- 
poses in his Texas Weekly that if 
New Dealers control the next dem- 
ocratic national convention the 
conservative Democrats of the 
South bolt. Like Franklin Roose- 


velt, he seems to believe that party 
lines are no longer so important as 
lines between conservatives and 
progressives (or reactionaries and 
radicals, if the terms are prefer- 
red). The political parties, both 
men seem to thin). from their op- 
posite poles, should stand for some 
thing, not a hodge-podge of ele- 
ments assembled solely in hope of 
victory and spoils. They seem to 
feel that in the nation generally 


‘and the South especially there is 


need for separating sheep from 
goats, believers in lots of govern- 
ment from believers in only a lit- 
tle government,. those who think 
prosperity trickles down from the 
top from those who think it seeps 


up from the bottom. 


Many share this ideal. But it 
seems to us that at this particular 
time in the world’s philcsophy and 
process there may be a danger in 
too much pojitical “clarity”. The 


“clarity” in Europe, for example, | 


is hardly to be preferred above 
even the greatest confusions in our 
own coun}ry. 


In other. words, if you divide 
Americans too exactly and on a 
basis of their political and eco- 
nomic convictions you tend to 
drive those convictions too far. Too 
precise a division between radical 
and conservative might turn itself 
in the long run to that most bloody 
and unproductive of all divisions, 
communist and fascist. Already 
opponents of the New Deal see in 
its trend and in some of its 
achievements — communism. Al- 
ready advocates of the New Deal 
see in certain conservative enter- 
prises against the administration's 
labor and other policies—fascism. 
So far, in the writer’s opinion, 
there is neither communism in the 
New Deal nor fascism in the op- 
position.

The senior senator spoke to the 
Alabama State Chamber of Come- 
merce. 

Criticizing freight rate differen- 
tials which he said operated 
against the south, Bankhead 4s- 
serted: “If we can’t get to mar- 
kets, theres only one thing to do 
—bring the markets to us.” 

Building up of the south’s eco- 
nomic status “will be a most dif- 
ficult and trying problem to soive 
without additional capital, but .it 
can be done,” he continued. 

“We need more industries 
consume our products and 
industrial workers to buy 
products of the farm.” 

“Unjust freight rates,” Bank- 
head said, “were built up on a 
formula, I believe, to make it dif- 
ficult for products and goods of 
this great region to reach other 
markets in competition with prod- 
icts of other sections of this coun- 
try.”

White voile is one of my favorite 
fabrics because it drapes so beau- 
tifully. Have plain sill length 
voile glass curtains, then over- 
draperies of the same white voile, 
but tie it back in two places, as 


| sketched, with a plain cord for the 
_top tie-back and a blue ribbon 


bow for the lower one. Then you 
might run a wallpaper border all 
around the molding line of the 
room and continue it over the top 
of the window like a_ cornice
